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Police Maul Four 
On Folsom 
Halloween 

Halloween 1975 was a bloody one 
for 4 gay persons outside of the 
Roundup, at 6th and Folsom. James 
Zaino, Oswald Digmann, Jason Findley, 
and Conrad Castillos, were all arrested 
by Officer Guterriz (former Tac 
Squadder) and eleven other officers on 
a variety of charges ranging from 
resisting arrest, to inciting a riot to assault 
on a police officer. 

The four had just come out of the 
Roundup, one, wearing a jacket which 
looked like a police all weather jacket 
with the SFPD arm patch on the side. 
Officers parked at the corner became 
upset apparently, as he was only 
wearing a leather mini-skirt and a wig to 
go along with the jacket. The officers 
then ordered him to remove the jacket, 
and the person then refused. The 
officers then moved closer and swung 
the billy club hitting one of the four on the 


forehead, causing a huge cut. Blood 
covered the area in front of the Roundup 
the next day, for the officers apparently 
went into a frenzy, and began hitting 
everyone. Mace was also used upon 
those bystanders as well. 

Friends of the person struck were 
beaten and arrested for having asked the 
officers what was going on (this is 
considered interferrng with an arrest by 
most cops). Nearly a hundred persons 
saw the entire incident, which the police 
had termed “a near riot!” But all 
witnesses interviewed, including the four 
arrested, stated that nothing could be 
further from the truth. 

The four were booked into City 
Prison, and the one injured so severely, 
James Zaino, was taken to the Central 
and then Mission Emergency, where he 
was treated and then returned to City 
Prison. Some hysterical political writers 
for another publication made all sorts of 
wild charges, including the statement 
that the cops had killed one of the four. 
But, the whereabouts of Zaino was 
known all the time to Helping Hands, as 
one of the friends had called Helping

Hands for assistance and an attorney. 
Immediate checks by the director 
assured him the whereabouts of the four 
all of the time. 

All four of the Folsom Four were 
arriagned in Municipal Court, and are 
being represented by Attorney B.J. 
Beckwith. Beckwith said that he has had 
cases with one of the officers before, 
namely the former Tac Squad officer 
Guiterriz whom Beckwith told this writer 
(RB) that Vincent Hallinan has “a special 
affection for!” Hallinan and Guiterriz 
have clashed before in courts, as the 
officer has been accused several times of 
using excessive force in making arrests. 

Beckwith pleaded all four NOT 
GUILTY, and then told newspersons at 
the Hall of Justice that this case was 
extremely important and that a jury trial 
was iminent unless the charges were 
dismissed. 

All four people have been inter¬ 
viewed by this paper and a full story will 
be presented in the next issue of B.A.R. 
after a pre-trial conference has been 
held. 

Attorney Beckwith has asked 
B.A.R. to request any persons who 
viewed the incident and is willing to be a 
witness to please get in touch with him 
through Helping Hands Community 
Services at 771-3366.

November Is 
Diabetes Detection 
Month 


The San Francisco Diabetes Assoc, 
in cooperation with and sponsored by 
the San Francisco Public Health Dept., 
is having a city-wide Diabetes Detection 
Campaign in November. 

Almost half of the people who may 
have diabetes don’t know it and the 
detection campaign is trying to find the 
“Hidden Diabetic.” All people will be 
tested but the campaign is directed at 
people most susceptible to diabetes — 
blood relatives of diabetics — over¬ 
weight persons — those 40 and over 
and mothers whose babies weighed 
more than 9 pounds at birth. The 
detection test will be a fingertip prick of 
blood which will be measured for blood 
sugar. A meal high in sugar and starch 
should be eaten one and one-half hours 
before the person is tested. Potatoes, 
bread, or rice in addition to fruit juice or 
a soft drink (soda) and some sort of 
dessert (cookies, pie) should be eaten.

Bust 

13 Arrested 

The San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment’s Central Station officers, led by 
Sgt. Charles Gale, Officers Bruce Lorin, 
Adams and Allegro, combed the streets 
of the Tenderloin early Halloween 
morning in order to “clean up the streets 
of those sick fags!” 

And in a two block radius, they 
found thirteen people, some sitting in a 
restaurant, and arrested them all on 
647c (Obstructing the Sidewalk), and 
then, according to some arrested, 
ordered the paddy waggon drivers to 
“drive them around until after 5:00 and 
then it will be too late for them to be 
brought into court today.” And that is 
what the paddy wagon drivers did. 

On Friday, if a person has not been 
booked before 5AM, they would not 
appear on the court calendar for that 
day, and would have to spend the 
weekend in jail if they couldn’t be bailed 
out, according to attorney B.J. Beckwith 
who later defended the Tenderloin 13. 


A call was made to Helping Hands 
for help and then the Rev. Broshears 
met with attorney Beckwith, who agreed 
to defend the 13, gratis, for Helping 
Hands. Beckwith drew up a mass O.R. 
Bail Release order, which he and 
Broshears took to the Hall of Justice (?). 
There they found Judge Mary Moran 
Pajalich, who stated that she would be 
happy to sign the order, as she was 
offended by such harassing arrests. 

The 13 were released after much 
time and work. They later all confronted 
the SFPD officers in the Chief of Police’s 
office. 

On Monday, Nov. 13, Attorney 
B.J. Beckwith appeared with the 
Tenderloin Thirteen in the court of 
Judge Ollie Marie-Victoire and all 
charges against the 13 were dismissed. 
Then in a televised court hallway scene 
clogged with people, Beckwith an¬ 
nounced that a false arrest lawsuit and 
damage lawsuit would be filed on behalf 
of the 13 falsely arrested persons. 

Those arrested and now victorious 
are: Elvin Butler, Charles Zuarez, 
Steven Wilson, Joseph Lorca, Evie 
Johnson, Jerry Ybarra, Robert Romero, 
Lenny Reyes, Marianon Torres, Cindy 
Matthews, Robert Limon, Edgar Adaad, 
Arthur Lopez and a 14th person was also 
represented, Salvadore Baylon.

There is no way that 1 know of 
saying thanks to all who helped and to 
all who voted for me, except to say 
“Thank you,” and to say that your aid 
and your votes make it impossible for 
me to “go away.” I feel I owe it to those 
53,000 voters who voted for a change 
to remain in the “battle” and to continue 
in the direction that we have been 
going. 

Considering the limited funds we 
feel that we have a strong base to build 
upon. We established a great amount of 
contacts (in the last weeks of the 
campaign; we even won endorsements 
from some of the minorities and groups 
we were unable to reach earlier). We 
will build upon these bases in the next 
two years. We will also try to raise the 
necessary funds for the campaign well 
in advance. We will work for ’77 — too 
many people said “yes” this time, not to 


go again. 

We knew we would do well in 
some parts of the city. What we did not 
expect was that we would carry — beat 
out everyone — in more than 100 
different precincts! (In about 1 our of 
every 9 precincts in the city, we ended 
up in first place.) That vote-cut across all 
lines in different sections of the city, we 
wil work hard to expand that vote into 
other parts of the city. 

Since there was no change on the 
Board of Supervisors and since those 
who voted for us wanted some change 
on that Board, we have to continue to 
raise the questions raised until either the 
Board answers them or we do make a 
change. The only promise that I can 
make is to continue to raise the 
questions and to present a voice that 
many feel is missing from the current 
Board of Supervisors. 


Much good came out of the 
election. Bridges were built with other 
communities, with other forces that will 
aid the Gay community. No matter 
where you stood on some of the issues, 
seeing the “hard hats” and firefighters 
working together with gays — and with 
no “hangups” — is something that we 
all can be proud of. Bridges were built. 
Bridges that in time will be much more 
important than any current campaign 
issue. 

A lot was achieved by the vote. 
The Gay movement gained. The city of 
San Francisco gained. 

Again, to all those who helped I 
say thank you. To all those who voted 
for us, I say thank you.

Barbagelata Vs. 
Moscone 

So now there’s going to be a run-off 
election for Mayor is there? I assume this 
means that all of us political commen¬ 
tators who shot our mouths off earlier 
this month will get another chance to do 
so again, and these and other pages of 
other periodicals will be glutted with cries 
of “Vote for Moscone!” or “Vote for 
Barbagelata!”, right?

Well, I’m sorry but that’s not the 
way it is — at least not here. I cannot 
endorse Moscone for the same reasons I 
couldn’t endorse him two weeks ago, but 
Barbagelata isn’t really all that much 
better. 

Moscone, despite his avowed 
liberalism, is another wind-up doll 
owned by the Organized Labor Machine 
much like the joker that ran the city for 
the past eight years. He crusaded against 
Propositions B, N, O, P&Q, all of which 


were passed by the people a fortnight 
ago, and ardently supported Proposi¬ 
tions R & S, both designed to strengthen 
Union control in San Francisco 
Government. 

Add to this Moscone’s pro-drug 
stance (voting against mandatory jail 
sentencing for heroin dealers, and 
continued support of the Methadone 
program, which has been proven worse 
than heroin, but with the Government as 
the pusher!), and you have something 
which could hardly qualify as competent 
leadership such as San Francisco so 
desperately needs. 

So, you say to yourself, that leaves 
Barbagelata, right? 

Well, yes, in a sense. He does have 
several good points. First, his record has 
established him to those in-the-know as 
a friend of Gays. He supported 
resolutions in favor AB 489 (Willy 
Brown’s controversial Bill of Rights for 
Gays), AB 633 (John Foran’s anti- 
discrimination in employment bill) and 
voted in favor of appointing the Human 
Rights Commission’s first Gay member,- 
Jo Daly. 

Second, Barbagelata would get 
along extremely well with the Board of 
Supervisors, as he and newly-elected 
Board president Quentin Kopp are both 
known as “financial conservatives,” and 
see eye-to-eye regarding monetary 
matters. Between the two of them, San 
Francisco would probably save a great 
deal of money. Now that we need! 

Third, Barbagelata has come up 
with several excellent plans for the City. 
Near the top of the lost is a plan which 
will utilize such near-vacant buildings as 
the one housing the Board of Education 
(in which Barbagelata plans to install a 
long-overdue Social Center for senior 
citizens, as well as several other City 
agencies), and the old Federal Building 


at McAllister and Leavenworth (the 
scaled-down Empire State Building). 

But this is hardly saying that John 
Barbagelata is going to be the Savior of 
San Francisco, because he too has 
strikes against him. For instance, I feel he 
places too much importance on pros¬ 
titution. His claim that the majority of 
crime in San Francisco is vice-oriented 
strikes me as just plain silly, more so 
when statistics issued by the Hall of 
Justice confirm that 83% of all crime is 
drug-oriented! In addition, he favored 
the recent tax assessment passed by the 
Board of Supervisors, which has allowed 
unscrupulous landlords to raise rents to 
near-unlimited extents, and is not very 
pleasant regarding rent-control. 

Still, despite his flaws, John 
Barbagelata also seems capable of 
change, more so than Moscone. 
George’s support lies mainly in the rich, 
upper and upper-middle class home- 
owners of the Sunset and Richmond 
Districts, which leaves Barbagelata 
everything else, providing that he can 
shape up and become more responsive 
to more groups of people. Being a 
conservative has its advantages, but not 
when it get to where he is living in a time 
earlier than the present on certain 
matters. 

Woat I guess it winds down to is: 
Yes, I am going to vote for John 
Barbagelata for Mayor. He’s not the 
strongest leadership San Francisco could 
have had, but he’ll do.for now. 

He’ll have to.

Unable to distinguish between Emerging 
Gay Consciousness and Homosexual¬ 
ity, he would do well to leave the subject 
alone. 

The shenanigans of our local 
politicians in courting the Gay vote are 
their choice of strategies. It could be 
though that some are sincere in their 
concern, genuine in their affection. 
Since when is a pledge or a platform 
automatically a “seduction” (Perhaps 
only when the Constituency is sexually 
obsessed?). Those politicians speaking 
with forked tongues might well end up 




choking on their own forks. Politicians 
are known to run again . . . and again. 
There’s always the record, the Real 
Them. 

McCabe writes, “the politicians are 
desperately trying to keep their se¬ 
ductions as secreat as they can from the 
rest of the voters they are wooing.” If that 
is true, that every one of the 8 candidates 
were peddling a two-way street, we’ve 
all been suckered. For Gays thats not 
news. However, either it is up to the 
majority to insist on a stricter accounting 
(if they truly demand an either/or 
position). Or it behooves the politicians 
to rebut the charge of double/speak, 
double/cross. Or for his insidious, knee- 
in-the-groin charge, McCabe ought to 
produce evidence or a retraction. The 
polls have closed, and his words are part 
of the record. They also will be 
remembered. 

Moreover, McCabe reports how old 
people feel in the neighborhoods: 
Queers are still queers! So what? What 
was unthinkable 5 years ago will be most 
thinkable 10 years from now. What the 
Mama Mias and the Black Marias 
happen to think is of not much 
significance, for there’s some suspicion 
they don’t think very much at all. 
(Lighting vigil lights is their surer way) 
Their superstitions are as legion as are 
memories of them. 

McCabe’s claim, “sex still tends to 
polarize those over 40” reflects his 
generation’s winding down. What’s left 
of those Moms — whom I suspect have 
been deep planted some 10 years ago — 
give more attention (or ought to) to 
Medicare, nursing homes, and mor¬ 
tuaries. When McCabe refers to the 
views of the old-fashioned circles, I sense 
he’s revealing more of his own swan 
song than any invented matriarchy out in 
the Avenues. In a decade of flower 
children will be well into Middle Age, and 
the American Legion all but deserted 
posts. None of need fear predictions in 
his last paragraphs. They are scarsely 
more than the false alarms of a dying 
generation. 

What then is McCabe all about? To 
tell Gays not to trust politicians? Or to tell 
politicians that Gays are divided, fickle, 
and not worth the effort. Or to alert the 
straight yeomanry that there’s an unholy 
alliance brewing which must be 
checked? 

Who knows what dying Shadows 
know? The Future is not Charles 
McCabe’s beat. He’s on safer, surer 
ground when he ambles about the Past, 
(to be continued)

Show Biz In Review 

By Donald McLean 


Meet Sal Mineo 

Raised in the Bronx, he made his 
Broadway debut at the ripe old age of 
11 in The Rose Tatoo, was the Crown 
Prince in The King & I at 13 with Yul 
Brynner and Gertrude Lawrence, and 
shot to stardom as James Dean’s lonely 
buddy in Rebel Without A Cause. Since 
those teen days, his carrer has been 
erratic, to say the least, but now, Sal 
Mineo is back on the boards as the 
bisexual burgler Vito in P.S. Your Cat Is 
Dead at the Montgomery Playhouse. 

The 36 year old Capricorn with the 
hellion reputation is looking better than 
ever these days, and has the ability to 
look back upon his varied career thus 
far with wry amusement and refreshing 
candor. Says Mineo, “I never had a 
studio contract. They scared me off with 
that publicity clause; you had to be 
totally available to go to premieres with 
people they would set up for you, give 
interviews at any time. You had to live 
in L A. I know friends of mine, like 
Natalie Wood, who didn’t like being 
under contract. So, I never knew if I 
was better off freelancing or if I’d had a 
big studio behind me. 1 made my own 
choices, and I made a lot of bummer 
choices...Any time there was a script 
with any kind of nut in it, I’d get it. But I 
love playing the villain.” Mineo will 
gladly forget several of his 23 films, but 
fondly recalls Rebel and Exodus (for 
which he received Academy Award 
nominations) and The Gene Krupa 
Story (“not because it was that good, 
but I was in such awe of that man, it was 
a dream come true!”). 


He’s also a good storyteller, 
recalling a funny and revealing incident 
when filming The Greatest Story Ever 
Told — “Max Von Sydow, who played 
Jesus, was such a nice, straight together 
man, you felt embarassed to tell him a 
dirty joke. Then Shelley Winters arrived 
and blew the lid off everything. She 
arrived in a full length mink coat in the 
middle of the desert, heat in the 100’s. 
She played a woman with no name 
who had one line; she was supposed to 
walk up to Jesus out of the crowd and 
deliver her one line, then fall back. 
Earlier in the scene, I was to go up to 
him and kiss his hand. Shelley called 
me aside and said: Look, why don’t you 
take me up with you and introduce me I 
to Jesus!” 

Mineo has been haunted through¬ 
out his career with the distinction of 
working with James Dean in two films 
(Giant was the other), "though he says, 
“We wern’t that close friends, actually. 
I’ve been reading all the books that have 
been written about him.” One writer 
even flew to Houston, Texas, from New 
York, just to ask Mineo if the rumor was 
true that he and Dean slept together, 
which Mineo reports with incredulity. “I 
said to this guy, ‘You mean you’ve 
travelled all this way just to ask me if I’ve 
slept with someone?!’, as if I’d confirm J 
or deny such a story.” But Mineo can 
easily summarize the mystique that 
made Dean a legend — “James Dean 
acknowledged the power that teenagers 
could and eventually did have. He was 
their identity figure. I had no idea what 
his sex trip was. He’s been dead 20 
years and I still get letters about him.” 


Just 2 blocks from San Francisco^ Theatre District 
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Sal Mineo in the flesh 
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And Sal Mineo recalls the other 
major power of the 50’s and his 
influence — “1 still have the motorcycle 
jacket I bought when Brando came out 
in The Wild Ones. He’s one of the few 
actors I have never seen with one 
exception ( Countess from Hong Kong ) 
give a bad performance.” 

Sal Mineo is very attracted to rebels, 
rugged individualists. He lists as his 
early heroes John Garfield and Willie 
Sutton, says “Kennedy was the last 
hereo” and of the actors working today, 
says, “Whenever I think of Peter Falk, I 
think anything can happen yet. And he 
maintains the quality. He can do a 
Columbo and then go out and do 
Woman Under the Unfluence.” Mineo 
fights commercially, frankly admitting 
that his lifestyle and ambitions are the 
bane of his agent’s existence. 

“In 71,1 moved to London for two 
years and had a fabulous time. I was 
working on a movie of a novel I pur¬ 
chased the rights to called The Wrong 
People, but Morocco, the locale of the 
script, refused to let us film there 
because it was a putdown of Morocco. I 
was going to direct. That’s what I want 
to do.” After his huge success directing 
several productions of Fortune and 
Men's Eyes, it’s a natural bent. Mineo 
was last in San Francisco in 1969 with 
Fortune — “In San Francisco, we got 
the best reviews of any company and 
lasted only 6 weeks. I’ve never 
understood that, because the cast was 
so good here.” He raised the initial 
$27,000 he needed by going to a man 
who made his living selling photos of 
the stars and whose deformed son five 
years before had asked Mineo for an 
autograph on the street. Mineo not only 
gave it but spent time talking with the 
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about two prostitutes — one male, one 
female — who fall in love in New York. 
I note that he seems obsessed with 
unusual people in the grimmest possible 
circumstances, and Mineo readily 
agrees. “I do find bizarre people 
fascinating, but within the grim sur¬ 
roundings I’m so attracted to, I’m never 
pessimistic. I like fighters. I’m sorry for 
the losers, but the people who change 
the world are fighters. The only reason I 
think Nixon is a loser is because he 
didn’t have the guts to say, ‘O.K., I did 
it. I have to run the country and if you 
don’t like it, shove it!’ I’d have admired 
his guts if he had.” 

Which brings gutsy fighter Sal 
Mineo to San Francisco playing gutsy 
fighter Vito in P.S. It’s not a new project 
for him; “I was going to do it originally 
when Robert Stigwood was going to 
produce it. Then new producers came 
in and it was a whole new ballgame. I go 
to the gym, which I think I’m going to 
stop doing. The show is arduous 
enough. They want to take it to L.A. 
and maybe back to New York from 
here.” And so, with any luck at all, Sal 
Mineo may be involved with P.S. for 
some time to come, playing a ballsey 
charmer secure in his sexual identity but 
seeking a personal identity life has thus 
far denied him ... a role Sal Mineo can 
certainly identify with. 


Film: 

Mahogany 


Mahogany is definitely a “queen’s 
picture.” That it’s a perfectly dreadful 
movie should be no deterrent to its box 
office appeal. There is pretty Diana 
Ross in acres of pretty clothes by Diana 
Ross, and what a performance those 
dresses give! The script reads like 
something Berry Gordy found in Ross 
Hunter’s wastebasket, a reject from an 
old ’50’s Lana Turner flick. Gordy 
decided, “Okay, to give it a 70’s touch, 
we’ll put Diana Ross and Billy Dee 
Williams in Lana and John Gavin’s old 
roles, let Diana do her own wardrobe 
instead of going to the expense of 
getting Edith Head, and make a few 
half-hearted pitches about black rights 
to give it a ‘today’ quality.” “What a 
brainstorm, B.G.!” yelled some lackey 
in the back of the room, “Why don’t 
you direct it with your fancy Motown 
footwork?” 

Unfortunately, Gordy took up the 
gauntlet, directing like a rookie traffic 
cop caught in 5 o’clock rush hour. Miss 
Ross and Williams do everything 
humanly possible to make this chiffon 
sheepdip seem plausible; they both 
deserve far better. Literally, the best 


big moment to his father; five years 
later, when Mineo needed money, the 
father recalled his son’s story, and wrote 
Mineo a check for the full amount 
without ever reading the play. Under 
Mineo’s direction, Fortune suddenly 
had the much-discussed, widely sensa¬ 
tionalized rape scene onstage — “John 
Herbert, the author and a very uptight 
man, was very upset about my 
dramatizing what had only been talked 
about in the play.

moment in Mahogany is the opening 
credits, a silhoutted fashion show, and 
from there on, for two hours it’s 
downhill all the way. There is a rich 
moment of unintentional camp as Miss 
Ross goes hurtling down the highway 
with a demented Tony Perkins snap¬ 
ping photos of her death mask in the 
last throes of terror, until Ross tosses 
back her screaming face and shouts, 
“Go on! Shoot me!” Well folks, laugh.. .1 
thought I’d die! 

Diana Ross is unquestionably a fine 
talent, Williams is probably the most 
magnetic black actor working today, 
and Beah Richards and Nina Foch offer 
a few moments of solid acting support. 
Tony Perkins has finally reached the 
millstone of his career; he has never 
been worse (which is really saying 
something, considering some of his past 
performances). He mugs, he gnaws, he 
twitches, he sneers . . . he does 
everything but act. And Jean-Pierre 
Aumont obviously will do anything for 





























money. 

But as I say, don’t let the fact that 
this is really a terrible piece of trash 
detract from your enjoyment. There’s

Parents of 
Gay People 

Bay Area parents who know, or 
think that their daughters or sons are 
homosexual, can now turn to a group of 
their peers for understanding, support 
and education. The creation of a new 
organization called Parents of Gay 
People has been announced by a 
group of parents who have been 
meeting together privately since last 
December. 

Parents of Gay People meet 
informally each month in the homes of 
group members. The comfort and 
privacy of a home makes the sharing of 
feelings and exchange of ideas easier. 
Factual information about gay people 
is available to the group and special 
events are shceduled at which speakers 
are invited to discuss specific concerns. 
A referral service for parents seeking 
professional or peer counseling is also 
offered by the group. Gay people 
wishing to establish better communi¬ 
cations with their parents are also 
welcomed in limited numbers. 

According to William R. Johnson, 
an organizer of the group, most parents 
experience a special kind of trauma 
when they first learn that their daughter 
or son is gay. “In our meetings we have 
learned that only another parent can 
fully understand the pain and confusion 
that the parent who has just found out is 
going through,” he said. “There are 
many parents in the Bay Area who 
would benefit tremendously from this 
group experience and we now want to 
invite them to participate.”

humanitarian and good public health 
practice. Failure to stress the need for 
this care reflects a narrow and ultimately 
self-defeating position for persons in¬ 
terested in venereal disease control. It 
further reflects either ignorance or a 
misconception of the pattern by which 
venereal disease is transmitted. If A gets 
a disease from B and only A is treated, 
then B infects C, D, E, and F. A then 
gets reinfected from C, D, E or F or 
from someone whom they have in¬ 
fected. Thus, even from a purely selfish 
approach, A has a strong interest in 
seeing that B is treated — as well as C, 
D, E and F. 

Absence of any suggested ap¬ 
proach to venereal disease prevention 
reduces the value of an otherwise well 
designed pamphlet. Those who con¬ 
tributed funds to publish the pamphelt 
might question if their money was spent 
to best advantage in this public service.

LAW IN 
ACTION 


More and more people are buying 
condominiums. Land space is running 
out. Building costs are high. But many 
people would rather own than rent. 
Also, there are tax breaks and other 
reasons for the condominium craze. 

Not all common ownerships are 
condominiums. People buy co-oper¬ 
atives, too, which are not the same. 
Here corporations or trusts own the 
unit. The buyer is a stockholder who 
has the right to lease the home or 
apartment. The condominium owner 
owns his own unit. He owns, with his 
fellow-owners, the- hallways and other 
common areas. Condominium owners 
have more independence. He can sell 
his unit more freely. Also, he can make 
deals for terms and finance his own 
unit. There are tax advantages; the 
condominium owner can deduct in¬ 
terest and taxes, just like a homeowner. 

There are many legal papers to 
look at when you buy a condominium. 
The deed will set out the boundary lines 
and airspace. Your common areas and 
rights, as well as your duties to keep up 
the exteriors and grounds, will be set 
out. There may also be a master deed, 
“membership” and by-laws as well as 
your own unit deed. 

Read the by-laws carefully. These 
set out the operating rules for the 
homeowners association. They tell how 
the board of directors operates, what 
meetings are held, and how the 
“government” of the unit will be carried 
out. 

In borrowing for the unit, you 
should know you are responsible not 
just for your own unit but also to the 
common areas in which you have a 
joint interest. Ask yourself: What liens 
may be placed on your interest? Can 
you be assessed? And for what? What 
restrictions are there on your selling 
unit? What happens if your unit is 
partially destroyed by fire, flood, or 
earthquake? 

Think, too, about enforcement of 
rules. What happens if you make 
exterior changes, add a room, add an 
apartment, have pets? What rights do 
you have to self-help? 

Costly lawsuits can be avoided if 
you understand your agreement with 
the developers. 

POLICE POWER 

There is a big difference between 
“police powers” and a “police state.” 

The police power is the power to 
govern. The state has to subject 
individual rights to reasonable regu¬ 
lation for the general welfare. There are 
limitations on the police powers. The 
constitution gives the government the 
right to promote the general welfare. 

The powers are broad, but they lie 
only with the government. Police 
powers cannot be delegated to private 
persons or corporations. For example, a 
private party has not right to condemn 
another’s land. 

The police power is “elastic.” It 
changes with social and economic 
progress. The court takes a broad view 
of what the legislature says is necessary 
to preserve the public peace and 
general welfare. 

The exercise of police powers 
always means that there is some public 
encroachment on private interest. 






























Whether these are valid depends on 
certain tests. Do the interests of the 
public require such interference? Are 
the means reasonably necessary for the 
accomplishment of the purpose and the 
means not unduly hard on people? 

Zoning regulations, health restric¬ 
tions, economic controls, wage, child 
and labor laws, voting, education, 
housing and many other areas do 
restrict individual rights. Regulations are 
legislative judgments, and are subject by 
the courts to review. 

In times of emergency, the scope 
of power is broader, as in a depression, 
housing shortage, war, a strike, a health 
epidemic. 

The legislature in its judgement acts 
first. Rarely does the court review the 
legislative motive to regulate a particular 
area. The court may think some 
legislative enactments are unwise, but 
unless it violates the constitution, the 
courts are not to question legislative 
wisdom. 

As broad as the police power is, 
there is an equally broad limitation on 
that power. That is “due process.” It is 
the chief limitation against unreason¬ 
able or arbitrary abuse of power. If the 
court says that the law is unfair, a 
violation of rights, then the law is 
invalid. 

Equally broad a limitation is a 
violation of the “equal protection” 
clause. A classification or regulation 
may be discriminatory. Then the law is 
invalid. 

Then too there may be express 
constitutional limits. The bill of rights 
protects persons and property. These 
are express limits on the government’s 
power. 


anti-deficiency 

Holocaust Scroogely was a mean 
man. His thing was to lend purchase 
money on homes, make the terms so 
tough the buyer was bound to miss 
payments — and then foreclose. 

But he did more than cast Little 
Eva and her elderly father out in the 
snow. If they owed, say $20,000, he 
would buy the property in himself for 
perhaps $15,000. Then, “You still owe 
me $5,000 for the deficiency,” he 
would tell them. “And you gotta pay. 
It’s the law.” 

Well, it was the law — but no 
more. In the 1930’s, when we had a 
major depression, the law was changed 
so that now Scrrogely and his 
descendants can’t get a deficiency 
judgement on a purchase money 
mortgage or deed of trust. So today, if a 
home sells for less than the buyers owed 
on it, they lose the home, all right, but 
need not pay the difference between 
what they owed and what it sells for. 

The law applies not only to the 
original buyer, but to anyone who buys 
the property from him and assumes the 
existing deed of trust on it. 

For this reason it is a good idea for 
property owners not to take out new 
loans on some properties unless they 
know what rights and protections they 
may be giving up. 

A purchase money mortgage is 
one that you give at the time you buy 
real estate. It’s to secure the unpaid 
balance of the price. This applies to 
second, third or other junior deeds of 
trust. The anti-deficiency law applies 
not only to homes but any sales of land. 

Home improvement loans are not 
purchase-money mortgages. If the 


lender forecloses on such a loan, he can 
get a deficiency judgement. 

Even if there is a forclosure, there is 
time for the original buyer to redeem his 
property. To do so he must pay interest, 
costs and the full amount of the loan. 

Mortgages - or lenders - must give 
the owner annual statements of 
account, interest paid, and the principal 
due. Any moneys paid into a trust 
account for taxes or insurance also must 
be accounted for each year. Before he 
can “up” the monthly payment, the 
lender must give a special accounting, a 
statement of the new rate and explain 
why the increase is needed. If he 
doesn’t account, or give the explana¬ 
tions, the lender may have to pay a 
penalty of $100 plus any damages 
sustained for refusal. 

FALSE CREDIT REPORTS 

The credit report saying that Tom 
was a “hippie type”, that his neighbors 
disliked him, that he was suspected by 
his neighbors of taking drugs, and was a 
trouble maker, was based on a half hour 
telephone conversation by the credit 
company with a neighbor now dead! 
None of this information was verified. 

Based on this report, Tom’s auto 
insurance was cancelled. Tom went to 
the credit office to find out why. He was 
told that his “file had been mailed to New 
York.” 

Tom sued in federal fourt and won a 
judgement for actual damages of $2,500 
for causing him embarrassment, injury to 
reputation, mental anguish and ner¬ 
vousness. The court also awarded Tom 
$25,000 punitive damages and $12,000 
attorney fees and court costs. 

Under both California and federal 
law any person has the right to look over 


his credit report. 

The credit company that reported 
falsely on Tom would be liable under 
both laws for damages. Its own rules 
tried to conceal actual information in the 
consumer’s file, and would only allow 
disclosure of a summary of a file. It gave 
out false and harsh information. Under 
the federal law a person may recover 
attorney’s fees and punitive damages 
from such a malicious company for 
“willful non-compliance with the Con¬ 
sumer Disclosure Act. ” 

Under California law a consumer 
may bring a trained person, such as an 
accountant or lawyer, to help him look 
over his credit file. If there is disputed 
information, the credit reporter must 
make a re-investigation. If the re-investi- 
gation does not solve the dispute, the 
consumer may require that a statement 
limited to 100 words be made a part of 
the file to give his own version of any 
incident. 

A credit company may give honest 
opinions on the comsumer’s ability to 
pay, his habit of payment and his general 
credit standing. All these are privleged 
and a suit under the California law is not 
permitted even if these opinions are not 
correct, unless the report is willfully 
misrepresented. 

The 1974 legislation has also 
provided further protections of credit 
ratings. Discrimination against a woman 
because she is single, divorced or 
widowed is prohibited. Special legal 
remedies are provided for any such 
discrimination.
